inents 

Olvinpia, at (he head, or southern extremity, of 
Puget’s Sunnd, 15 a present tho largest town north 
of the Columbia never, from which it is distant 60 
miles in a direct line; belyveen these are the fertile 
vallos of the Cowhtz and Clickecles rivers, the 
former emptytag into the Columba, and the datter, 
afior formog “ Gray’s Laybor,” into the Pucific

for the opening of two military reads, one from 
the valley of the Yuluma across tho Cascade 
rango, and the other from the Columbia, mver to 
Puget’s Sound, these roads would bo of great ims 
portanco ja a mihtary pomt of view, because hay- 
ing an armed force nt cach of these points, tautnol 
agsistarico could bo economically snd promptly 
renddtad tò trash a rising of the savages ia its ins 
cipicacy , but igolated as these posts nosy ara:

Oppression bas been, in all ages, a fertile 
souice of emigration. The Istaehtes fled 
from the bitter bondage of Egypt, and after 
forty years wandering m the wilderness, 
settled down to Palestine. “Phe Poehnictan 
colony of Caithage had its origin in the ty~ 
ranny of the mother city, Pyro. The nus 
merous migrations of the ancient Greehs 
were, for the most part caused by fueds, 
rapine, and desolating wars ‘The Huns 
‘and subsequently the Goths and Vandals, 
who, issuing from the forests and fastnesses 
of the North, poured themselves down like 
a deluge upon the plains of central and
